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Conducted at Chicago Comicon, Rosemont 
Convention Center, IL, June 23, 1996, 
by Michael Zmuda. 


Fo the past 30 years Walter Koenig's life has 
essentially been related to the original Star 
Trek character Ensign Pavel Andreievich Chekov, 
the Enterprise's navigator/jr. science officer. 
When Walter had joined the ensemble cast he 
never expected that it would come close to the 
entity that Star Trek is today. “I had no idea that 
we would go forward over the course of 30 
years. When the show was canceled in ’69, and 
[Gene] Roddenberry called each one of us and 
said, ‘Its been nice working with you. Hope we 
can do it again,’ the consensus was that it was 
just a nice way of saying good-bye. No one 
sensed any prophetic meaning to it. We thought, 
in our lives, we would continue without Star Trek.” 

Walter feels that he has had a rare opportuni- 
ty to work with both [J. Michael] Straczynski and 
Roddenberry, which he feels is an extremely 
rewarding experience. “| didn’t know Gene very 
well. The only similarity that | know of is they both 
cast me . . . gave me a big break. | think that 
Joe Straczynski has a very strong ethical code 
and philosophy that he lives by, and | think Gene 
professed that same philosophy. | think both 
men are/were very creative and incentive. | think 
Joe Straczynski, in particular, is a man of extraor- 
dinary imagination, and [has] the skill to put it 
down on paper. They both are/were resolute and 
determined to make their dream come true. Joe 
struggled for years to get BABYLON 5 on the air, 
and as you know Gene went through myriad prob- 
lems before the network finally agreed to put Star 
Trek on.” 

Walter's ties with people involved in BABYLON 
5 go back to the ’6Os. He originally met Harlan 
Ellison during the filming of an episode of The 
Alfred Hitchcock show that was adapted from 
Harlan’s book Memos From Purgatory. Walter 
was cast as a gang leader, who was based on 
Harlan's experiences from when he was in a child- 
hood gang. Later in life he became friends with J. 
Michael Straczynski. 

Two months before Walter was to play a part 
on BABYLON 5, which Joe had written with him 
in mind, he had a heart attack. Walter was origi- 
nally going to have the part of Knight 1 in the 
episode “And the Sky Full of Stars”, Judson Scott 
was to get the role of Knight 2. Joe told him not 
to worry, he would write another part for him, 
which turned out to be the part of Bester. “The 
first character he wrote was a little more flam- 
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boyant. | remember reading the script once or 
twice, but that was three years ago and it is a 
little hard for me to recall. | do know that | 
appeared in Michael O'Hare’s [Sinclair's] mind as 
a carny, carnival barker. That was, as | said, a lit- 
tle more of a flamboyant character. | think he got 
that idea from a play that he saw me in, a play 
called “Boys in the Autumn”, a play where | played 
Tom Sawyer as an ex-vaudevillian. | did some 
vaudevillian stuff in that play, and | think that’s 
where he got part of the idea for 

that — not the idea for the story — but for my 
character.” 

How are fans reacting to his new role as Psi 
Cop Alfred Bester, one that is so diametrically 
opposed to Chekov? “Very, very positively, the peo- 
ple I've come up with. Of course | don’t hear the 
negative comments. A friend of mine downloads 
what is on the internet and sends it to me. He 
just sends me everything, he doesn't take out the 
bad copy, and everything seems to be favorable. 
People seem to have totally accepted my playing 
this character [Bester], and the Chekov thing 
doesn't seem to interfere with their enjoyment of 
this at all.” 

Walter has had experiences with writing comic 
books and is currently working on projects that 
are incorporating his Raver character. “| have a 
two-parter prequel to the Raver story which was 
supposed to have been printed by a company 
called Millennium. They have dragged their heels 
for so long that | have abandoned hope that it 
would ever happen. If this motion picture deal 
turns out there is a company that is interested in 
converting Raver into a feature film and CD-ROM. 
I've given them a film treatment that includes the 
prequel, includes how it all began — it could con- 
ceivably become part of the feature film story,” 

His passion in his spare time is collecting 
comic book related memorabilia - trading cards, 
figures, comic books, and “Little-Big” books. He 
was surprised when he became part of the 
obsession. “It was a big kick the first time when 
all that happened - the cards, the little figurines, 
the buttons - whatever it was, because | always 
collected those things on my own. And then to 
find myself part of it, it was a kick! After a while | 
think everything looses its first time appeal, but 
it's still nice to see.” 

If there is an opportunity for Walter to be 
involved in the BABYLON 5 movies and the 
possible spin-off would he jump at the chance to 
participate? His answer was, “Sure, that would 


be great!” {>

lt goes without saying that BABYLON 5 has 
many multi-talented people working on the 
series, many of them musically gifted. 

J. Michael Straczynski had composed the 

two songs that were sung in the episode 
“Walkabout”. This past October JMS discussed 
online how he felt about the finished product. 

“It's not widely known - | guess mainly 
because | haven't ever mentioned it much — but 
from time to time I've written songs. Mainly the 


lyrics; | know how the music should sound, but 
lm incapable of reading music . . . | think it’s 
the same mental glitch that hits me when | try 
to do certain kinds of math. ‘X is a numerical 


value.’ ‘No, X is a letter, 7 is a numerical value.’ 
| can’t ever seem to make the one equal the 
other in my head. Similarly, a black note on a 
piece of paper isn’t the music . . . anyway, it’s 
a glitch. 

“So when | write songs, and | have a specific 
melody I'm hearing in my head, l'm invariably 
placed in the humiliating position (since | 
can't play a musical instrument) of humming it, 
or somehow trying to suggest it to the music- 
person. Suffice to say it looks really goofy and 
stupid. 

“Anyway . . . despite this, | do sometimes 
write songs, and like to keep my hand in, as 
they say. | did two songs for an ABC-TV prime- 
time Real Ghostbusters special, did a few songs 
that have been recorded by small groups 
{you've never heard of any of them, trust me), 
another song that, much to my chagrin, is 
apparently still being used in church songbooks 
{and that's all | will ever say about that) . . . and 
when | decided to do a show with a singer for 
B5, | wrote a couple of songs for that one, with 
Chris Franke providing the music. 

“They're bluesy, Billie Holliday kinds of songs, 
updated slightly. I'm actually very pleased with 
how they came out (Erica Gimpel, one of the 
cast members from Fame, plays the part and 
sings the songs). Several folks around here 
want either or both songs to come out on the 
next B5 album, but l'm loathe to do so, on the 
theory that the soundtracks work better in the 
style we've already used, all instrumental. 

“(There've even been some inquiries from 
music people who've heard the songs about 
releasing them commercially, but that would 
mean adding about 30 seconds to each song to 
make them airplay compatible, and I'm not sure 
| want to take on the extra hassle just now.)” 

Rumors have it that these songs may appear 
sometime on a single shaped like a starfury. 

Bill Mumy is a prolific musician, involved with 
two bands. His band Barnes and Barnes is 
responsible for the award-winning video novelty 
“Fish Heads”. Mumy also performs with his rock 
band, The Jenerators, at clubs in the Los 
Angeles area. In addition he has created scores 


for childrens’ shows and has performed at con- 
ventions. Mumy and his bands have several 
albums recorded, some available from Rhino 
Records.

7 a crear Londo Mollari waiting to be cleared through Customs, and 
starts to complain about the line and the inefficient Narns on security — 
quite loudly — for all to hear. He presents his identicard to the Narn at the 
gate who seems to have a “problem” getting clearance for him. He pulls 
Londo aside, clearance may take a couple of hours, which does not please 
Londo one bit. “Madness,” he complains, “This never would have happened 
if the Earthers hadn't started fighting with one another.” 

Meanwhile, General William Hague’s ship, the breakaway Alexander, is 
under attack by Earth Alliance fighters. Major Ed Ryan decides there is lit- 
tle choice, and gives the Alexander an order to fire on the attacking vessel, 
the Clarkstown, which is a destroyed. He asks his second in command, Bill 
Trainor, if he ever met the Commander. With the response “no”, Ryan says 
he did - he had a wife, three kids, and a cat named Max. He painfully says, 
“The trouble with this war is we know everyone we kill.” Repairs are needed 
for the Alexander. The only place they can go - Babylon 5... . 

. .. Which creates a crisis. John Sheridan informs his staff that they 
are five hours away from a crisis . . . the Alexander is arriving for repair, 
and it is being hunted down. He instructs Michael Garibaldi to install a cut- 
off switch to kill the signal when it arrives, except for a private channel. 
Yes, Hague is arriving “and hell is riding in with him.” 

A Minbari Ranger who had been six months behind enemy lines has 
been attacked. Dr. Stephen Franklin is attending him, and says he must be 
moved to the Medlab or he'll die. Uncertain, Franklin and Delenn do not 
know who they can trust. Just then G'Kar arrives, and says that he does 
know. Delenn asks, “Can you carry him very far?” And as G'Kar lifts the 
Ranger up he replies defiantly, “As far as you like.” 

In the Zocalo an ISN broadcast informs all that Xavier Montoya, head of 
the Mars provisional government, is defying martial law. President Morgan 
Clark's government is considering all options. 

The Alexander arrives, Garibaldi kills the signal. Sheridan addresses the 
Observation Dome personnel. This is the wanted ship, the Alexander, and 
they are aware of the orders concerning the Alexander and her crew. But 
they need assistance, and Sheridan takes full responsibility for his action. If 
anyone has a problem, they are welcome to leave. Few do. Sheridan gets 
to the heart of the matter, when he says, “We have just been thrust into 
the middle of extraordinary events. So, we must approach things calmly 
and rationally. Those are not the enemy out there, we wear the same uni- 
form, and have sworn to uphold the Constitution. They are as loyal to Earth 
as you are. We will render humanitarian aid to them. Because, as much as 
our humanity got us into this, our humanity is the only thing that’s going to 
get us out.” 

The injured Minbari Ranger in Medlab tells a horrified Delenn that the 
Shadows are on the move, and have made alliances with many of the Non- 
Aligned worlds, who are afraid they would be conquered by the Centauri if 
they did not ally themselves with a greater force. They feel that the 
Shadows guarantee that they will not be defeated. In the process they go 
to war against each other. Delenn asks if the Grey Council has been 
informed and is told their reply is that the problems of others are not of 
their concern. 

Ryan arrives with distressing news - their ally Hague was killed coming 
back from a meeting on Orion 7. Ambushed, he was caught amidship by 
the Clarkstown. This comes as a big blow to them all. Since, Ryan has 
tried to carry on the best he can, but his crew is stunned. 

Sheridan wonders what's the latest news on the coup. Ryan replies that 
a few senators have escaped Earthdome, and shock troops are every- 
where - London, Paris, New York, Moscow, New Delhi. Susan Ivanova asks 
how the folks are dealing with it, and Ryan replies that most have wel- 
comed it, it's peaceful, and crime is down to nothing. Sheridan remarks, 
“Yeah, the peace of the gun.” 

Garibaldi asks about the ISN. Ryan says they can’t tell the truth or they 
will be shut down. 

But there is still one chance, Mars is defying martial law. If they ally with 
other breakaway worlds, they could be charged with treason — it would be 
easier to keep quiet. They then learn the sobering news . . . Earth has 
begun bombing Mars. 

Delenn takes her leave to see the Grey Council, leaving Lennier in 
charge. She will support any action he takes. He warns her that they may

not receive her well, they are not what they once were. Delenn defiantly 
replies, “They will see me whether they like it or not! Someone has to make 
them see reality.” She thanks G'Kar for his help, saying, “You are not quite 
the person as when | came here four years ago.” 

Ivanova informs Sheridan that another breakaway ship, the destroyer 
Churchill, commanded by Captain Sandra Hiroshe, has arrived. “Good,” he 
says, “Ryan has been waiting for her arrival.” 

An ISN reporter says the number of casualties on Mars after the 
Earthforce attack is unknown. Clark announces that the attacks will contin- 
ue until Mars accedes to martial law. Another reporter breaks in, telling 
the truth that Orion 7 and Proxima 3 have broken away in protest, and 
have declared independence. He goes on to say that troops can be seen 
surrounding the building. Then, suddenly, all contact is lost. 

Hiroshe is aboard, confirming the news about Orion 7, and reports that 
they intercepted attack orders given to the Agrippa and the Roanoke - the 
target . . . Babylon 5. They are hooking up with heavy cruisers, and their 
instructions are to seize Babylon 5, arrest and detain the command staff, 
and put the station under the control of Clark and the Nightwatch. Ryan 
says major powers won't intervene. Hiroshe wanted them to know. They 
have six hours. Ryan offers to pull away, maybe draw them away. Sheridan 
says, “No thank you Major, this is where we make our stand, this is where 
we do it.” 

With the crisis rapidly approaching, Sheridan considers the options. 
They hoped they could avoid a direct confrontation, but the train is heading 
right for them, and there is not a lot of time. Only two options, fight or sur- 
render. “If it was just us, hey, you pays the money and you takes ya 
chances. But it’s not just us, it’s a quarter million people here on B5, and 
billions more counting on us.” He promised Delenn that he would draw a 
line against the darkness, no matter what the cost. Now, they know the 
cost and there is too much at stake to walk away. Franklin speculates that 
if they surrender, they'll court martial them, if they lose, they'll kill them. 
Sheridan replies that the choice is theirs. Ivanova, Garibaldi, Franklin, and 
then Sheridan make the only decision they can - to fight! 

Sheridan goes into battle readiness, orders Franklin to clear the Meclab, 
puts two starfury squadrons on battle rotation starting “30 seconds ago”, 
asks for full security, and says G'Kar has guaranteed their loyalty by keep- 
ing every promise he made to them. 

Delenn is stopped by a Minbari guard and is told that the Grey Council 
will not speak to her. She defiantly answers, “Then they will listen to me. | 
served the council for 16 cycles, | was the chosen of Dukhat to replace 
him. | held him when he died, his blood is on my hands, his spirit in my 
eyes, his word on my lips. You will step aside in his name and mine, or in

star, between the darkness and the light. You say the words but, your 
hearts are empty. You stand for nothing but your own petty interests. If the 
council has lost it's way, if it has broken its covenant with Valen,” she picks 
up the staff, and bolts course through it as she bends it, “the council 
should be broken,” she breaks it and it crashes to the floor, “as was proph- 
esied.” She asserts, “We must stand with the others, now, before it is too 
late. Between the worker and religious castes we control two thirds of our 
forces. To you | say, listen to your conscience, break the council and come 
with me. Our time of isolation is over, move together, or not at all.” And as 
she leaves, the two thirds leave with her. 

Sheridan makes a last call to his father, David, to tell him that he loves 
him and his mother. His father advises him to do what he has to do, 
the decisions are tough, but he knows he'll make the right ones. His advice 
is to never start a fight, but always finish one. An emotional look comes to 
Sheridan's eyes. 

The battle for Babylon 5 begins. As the fighter squadrons scramble, 
Sheridan uses Draal’s holographic system and puts it online so that every- 
one on the station can see him. He announces, “I cannot allow Babylon 5 
to be taken by Earth Alliance forces, for Clark has acted in violation of the 
Constitution by dissolving the Senate, declaring martial law, and causing 
the deaths of hundreds of innocent people on Mars. Orion 7 and Proxima 
3 have broken away, and he says we are joining them. Babylon 5 will be an 
independent state until Clark is removed from office. After the current cri- 
sis, anyone is free to leave for Earth. Stay in your quarters until this is 
over.” As he goes off-line he looks at Ivanova, takes a deep breath, and 
comments, “Well, we're in it now.” He turns down Draal's offer to help. 

Ivanova remarks that one of them should be out there, for the forces will 
be going against all their training. She wants to go, Sheridan balks, but, 
she is right, and reluctantly, he agrees. They exchange a “last look” as she 
leaves. 

The Alexander and Churchill are in battle readiness. The jumpgate signal 
goes off, and through it comes the Agrippa. Its captain, Dexter Smith, 
sends a message to B5. “Surrender command, If not, we will initiate deadly 
force. This is your only warning.” 

Sheridan replies, “You are executing an illegal order in defiance of the 
Constitution. We have been forced to declare independence to ensure the 
safety of Babylon 5. We don't want a fight, but will defend ourselves if 
attacked. Don't do this! Can't you see?” 

The enemy starfurys are on an attack vector. He instructs the forces, 
“We won't start the fight, but by God, we'll finish it.” 

The attack begins as the Alexander launches starfurys. Sheridan orders 
the blast doors closed. The enemy attacks! Fierce fighting ensues. There is 
a direct hit on the Alexander. Trainor asks Ryan how close does he want to 
get? Without hesitation, Ryan states, “Right down their throats!” 

A breaching pod attaches itself to the hull of Babylon 5 at Brown 95. 
Garibaldi leads a squad to defend the station from the inside. As it blasts 
through the hull a heartbreaking battle ensues, and the Narns take great 
casualties, acting courageously. 

Three enemy starfurys lock onto the station, one takes a hit and crash- 
es near the observation Dome. The flames are extinguished and Sheridan 
escapes with only a minor injury to his forehead. 

The attacking ship, the Roanoke, is burning. Sheridan offers them safe 
passage, but it is too late, they burn up. 

The Churchill takes a great hit, and Ryan tells Hiroshe to hit the life 
pods. But it is too late. The Churchill plows in to the Roanoke. The 
Alexander and Babylon 5 fires on the Agrippa, destroying it. 

lvanova’s starfury takes a hit and is ordered by Sheridan to eject. She 
does, just in time. 

Fierce hand-to-hand combat is taking place at the breached area on the 
station, Sheridan orders to send more troops to help with the fighting. 

Finally, a lull in the fighting ensues. Lt. David Corwin reports that the hull 
integrity is down 20 percent. It is a good thing that the fighting stopped 
when it did since they wouldn't have been able to take much more. 

But . . . a jumpgate forms and another Earth Alliance ship comes 


through with more ships. Captain Drake orders B5 to surrender. 

All seems lost. Sheridan, dejected, becomes more so when he is told 
that four jumpgates are forming right on top of them. 

Miraculously, it is Delenn with four Minbari warships. She forcefully 


states to the Earth Force ship, “Babylon 5 is under our protection. 
Withdraw, or be destroyed.” 

“Negative,” Drake replies, “We have authority here.” 

“Do not force us to engage your ship,” Delenn warns, “Why not, only one 
human Captain has ever survived battle with a Minbari ship. He is behind 
me - you are in front of me. If you value your lives, be somewhere else!” 

And they withdraw. Sheridan orders all ships to return to base. 

Below, the casualties litter the deck after the terrible combat. An injured 
Garibaldi is lowered gently to the floor by Zack Allen. Ryan asks Sheridan 
how many fighters did he lose? He replies that 30 percent have been 
destroyed or disabled. Ryan comments that he took on many of Hiroshe’s 
pilots, and offers them to Sheridan, who accepts them proudly. Sheridan is 
notified of Delenn’s arrival. Ryan says you should be proud of your people. 
Sheridan replies that he is, but not for why they had to do it. He tells Ryan 
that he is always welcome on B5. Sheridan leaves without his Earth Force 
jacket, he says he cannot wear it without a clear conscience, only when the 
whole thing is over will he put it back on. 

Garibaldi informs Sheridan that they are shipping people out, mostly 
Nightwatch members. 

Delenn arrives, and Sheridan takes her aside. He tells her that he does- 
n't know how to thank her, and doesn’t know the cost to her, but that see- 
ing her face at that moment was the single finest moment in his life. 
Meaningfully, she replies, “It seems that this is the only home we have left. 
How could | abandon, as you say, ‘my partner’.” He tenderly kisses her 
hand. 

Franklin arrives with Ivanova. She has a few bruises, and a bump on her 
head, but otherwise is alright. She tells Sheridan, “| just thought there's 
something you'd like to see.’ 

They enter a packed Zocalo. First, one person applauds, and as the 
applause builds the noise rings off the walls. Sheridan gets a huge ovation 
from all there. He is warmed by it, and indeed, it is well-deserved.

Ceremonies of Light and Dark (#311) 


ince Babylon 5 has succeeded from Earth the majority of the 

Nightwatch members on Babylon 5 have been rounded up and sent 
home. Some humans have left the station on there own, expecting the 
worst. Many are upset that the communication system has been shut 
down. Since the system was installed by Earth Central it is feared that they 
would be able to override the system, erase passwords, and lock out the 
station once the channel is reopened. Sheridan is concerned that they 
would be able to shut down the defense grid and life support. Garibaldi lets 
him know that the access codes are locked away to prevent it from hap- 
pening. 

Sheridan remarks that as long as they are on their own he can't justify 
wearing an Earth Alliance uniform. “My hypocrisy only goes so far.” He 
plans to make rounds to assure everyone on the station that they are in 
control of the situation. 

Delenn is speaking to a group of Minbari, conveying Sheridan's thanks 
for their assistance in the recent battle. “When you return to your ship tell 
your captains that history will remember them with reverence.” 


Lennier asks Delenn if fleet captain Lennan may tour the station. She 
approves the visit and asks him what he thinks of all that has happened. 
He replies that prophecy said one day they would reunite with the other 
half of their soul, and warned of the the war with the ancient enemy. 
Delenn remarks, “Prophecy is a poor guide to the future. Not all prophe- 
cies are good ones, there is darkness and fire still ahead of us — there is 
no guarantee that any of us will survive it.” 

A sniper takes aim at Sheridan as he is walking through the Zocalo. The 
is sniper is pulled back by a man with a scar across his eye. “I told you to 
wait,” he orders, “You take him down he’s a martyr. 500 men will stand up 
where he fell.” 

Marcus Cole returns to the station and meets with Delenn. She decides 
to celebrate the Nafak’cha - the Minbari rebirth ceremony. Marcus feels 
that it is not the right time for the event. 

As Sheridan gives a speech in memory of those lost in battle a line of 
coffins drift off into space, flanked by starfurys. 

Lord Refa meets with Londo. Londo complains to Refa that Centauri 
seems to be at war with everyone close to their border, only an idiot would 
fight a war on twelve fronts. He criticizes Refa’s recent alliance with 
Morden, and fears that Morden and his associates will turn against 
Centauri Prime. Refa tells Londo that he is turning away one of the great- 
est powers - one that he will use to get himself to the throne. Londo asks 
Refa to abandon them and warns him that his loyalty to his people should 
be greater then his ambition. 

He goes on to tell Refa that he has placed in his drink the first part of a 
poison, which will destroy his cardiovascular system when combined with 
the second part. This was done to guarantee Refa’s cooperation. He 
orders Refa to encourage Emperor Cartagia to bolster the lines of defense 
around Centauri Prime and to cut off relations with Morden. 

Garibaldi, Sheridan, and Ivanova install new passwords into the Earth 
Alliance Communication System. 

Delenn discusses the rebirth ceremony with Sheridan. He feels that she 
should not invite Londo. She disagrees, explaining that pain must be born 
into new possibilities and must be put behind. 

The Nightwatch on the station secretly meet. The Minbari are in the way 
of bringing martial law to Babylon 5. They decide that Delenn will be the 
main target since she was responsible for bringing the Minbari warships to 
defend the station. She must be taken out, but it must look like it was 
Sheridan who did it. 

Delenn meets Marcus in Downbelow. She is surprised that he is not 
preparing for the rebirth ceremony since it was part of his Ranger training 
on Minbar. For some reason Marcus seems to fear the event. 

Garibaldi finishes resetting the passwords. He restarts the system, but 
when the computer comes back on it has the voice and disposition on a 
cankerous man. This must be a remnant of when they had tried to install 
an artificial intelligence in the computer. 

Delenn invites Londo to the ceremony. She tells him that he must tell 
somebody a secret that he has never told anyone before, and that he 
must give away something which is of great value to him. He refuses the 
invitation, complaining that he is already dealing with his past on his own 
terms. 

When Delenn approaches G'Kar he tries to get out of attending the 
event, stating that he has already been reborn. 

Marcus is still reluctant to attend. He tells Delenn that he has nothing 
left to give up. He has lost his brother and his love to the Shadows. Delenn 
convinces him that he has to give up what he is clinging to - the memories 
of sacrifice, which are dragging him down. She tells him to let go of the 
pain, “Forgive yourself for being alive.” 

Lennan arrives on the station. As Delenn walks towards him shots fire 
out as Nightwatch members appear from the shadows. 

Garibaldi is having trouble getting the wise-cracking personality out of 
the communications system. 

Delenn and Lennan are held at gunpoint. Word is intentionally sent out 
about their situation. Garibaldi recognizes the man with the scared face as 
Boggs, a psycho that he new from the Minbari War. Boggs demands that 
the station is put back in Earth's control and orders Sheridan to get rid of 
the Minbari influence — otherwise the two will be killed. They kill a Minbari 
guard as proof that their threat is a serious one. 

Marcus suddenly runs out of the room. He joins a group of lurkers 


having a card came 
Downbelow. He asks them 
for information on Delenn 
and Lennan’s whereabouts, 
but they are unwilling to 
help. A fight breaks out and 
ends with Marcus knocking 
all of the men unconscious. 

In the meantime Lennan is 
defending Delenn from the 
Nightwatch and is shot, luck- 
ily it is not fatal. 

Downbelow Lennier finds 
Marcus waiting for the thugs 
to come to. He asks Marcus 
about his participation in the 
rebirth ceremony, it was the 
last task Delenn had asked 
him to take care of before 
she was taken hostage. 
Marcus asks him if that is all 
he can think about at this 
moment. Lennier replies that he is concerned about Delenn’s well being 
and that he needs to tell him something that he has never told anyone 
before, as part of the rebirth ritual. He confides to Marcus that he loves 
Delenn. He explains that it is not a romantic love, but is purer and higher. 
He vows to stay at her side for as long as he lives. 

A thug comes to and gives Marcus part of the information he needs. 
The thug overhead Nightwatch members mention level 14. Garibaldi mean- 
while has traced a background noise from the transmission that was 
recorded of Boggs as that of the fusion reactors in the Grey sector. Grey 
14 would be too hard to get into, they need a plan. 

Boggs is informed that Sheridan plans to surrender and the Minbari 
warships are getting ready to jump from the area. He sends out a mes- 
sage to have Earth send marines in, they should be there within the hour. 

An explosion goes off down the hall. The Nightwatch finds out that there 
is a leak in a fusion reactor and run out from their hiding place. As they 
are moving their hostages security ambushes them. In the confusion 
Delenn takes a knife in her back, which was intended for Sheridan. 
Sheridan chases after the Nightwatch member who threw the knife and 
catches up to him.

Garibaldi is working with technicians to have the artificial personality 
purged from the system, which is infecting the station, by midnight. 

As Lennier is watching over Delenn in Medlab Sheridan walks in holding 
his folded up uniform. Since she can’t come to the ceremony it will come 
to her. Sheridan confides to her that he cares for her. “I think it’s time 
you knew that. | can no longer imagine my world without you in it,” he 
confesses. 

Garibaldi next walks in, also carrying his uniform, and confesses, “No 
one knows, but, lm afraid all the time, of what | might do if | ever let go.” 

Ivanova enters with her uniform. “I think | loved Talia,” she says. 

Franklin follows her and says, “I think | have a problem.” 

Lennier tells them that Delenn has gifts waiting for them in their 
quarters. 

They appear at C&C, one by one, dressed in new black uniforms which 
display a shoulder patch of a Minbari entwined with a Human on one arm, 
and a patch bearing a new Babylon 5 insignia on the other.

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The Centaurian Sentinel is grateful to John Copeland, J. Michael 
Straczynski, and Doug Netter for inviting us back to the sets of 
BABYLON 5 this month. Also thanks to everyone who spent time 
with us - especially Jeffrey Willerth and Jim Lockett. In the next 
few issues we will be sharing with you the experiences we had with 
the cast and crew. During our visit filming for episodes #415, “No 
Surrender, No Retreat”, and #416, “The Exercise of Vital Powers”, 
was taking place. If you think that B5 is slowing down after the 
Shadow war, you have another think coming! 

During our visit we also had the opportunity to talk to Jason 
Brezinski, of Jasmine Productions, about the BABYLON 5 encyclo- 
pedia that is currently in production. The interactive CD-ROM will 
not deal with individual episodes specifically, but will be a general guide for 
someone visiting Babylon 5. It will include declassified information, transla- 
tions to alien text (i.e. The Book of G’Quon), and text on governments. 
Christopher Franke will be writing a score for it. In addition JMS men- 
tioned to us that it will have a really neat image on the package. The pro- 
gram’s design took four months and should be available in November. 
Macintosh users need not fear - this one will be on a hybrid CD-ROM.

In many cases the sponsor 
may change from week to week, and by letting them know how you feel 
about their decision to advertise during BABYLON 5 it may convince them 
to advertise again during the show's time slot.
